At least 
it shouldn't. For just as it is free- 
ly admitted that the American peo- 
ple are going to help Europe be- 
cause of enlightened self-interest, 
as well as compassion, so it should 
also be admitted that Europe's af- 
fection for us depends on our a- 
binty and willingness to help 


If the ERP cannot be put'on a 
) business basis, it can at least be 


put on a realistic one. We hear 
less talk today about America's 
debt to England for standing alone 
in the precarious year after Dun- 
kirk. It would be well if it never 
were heard again. The English did 
not stand alone—for which eternal 
praise to them—but they did it to 
defend their country and its insti- 
utions, their families and them- 
selves. They didn't fight with their 
backs to the wall to preserve con- 
tinental America unscathed, even 
though that was one fortunate re- 
suit of their brave stand. 


This country was lucky, but so 


were its allies. Without full pro- 
duction, unhampered by bombings, 
T e strengthening bloodstream of 
L,end-Lease would not have flowed 
and victory might have been lost' 
America contributed much of her 
natural wealth to that bloodstream 
and she continues to do so today

Obviously it would be shortsight- 
ed foolishness to ask that the coun- 
tries receiving aid dip into min- 
eral and other physical resources 
already meager in order to repay 
us.

They cannot re- 
place natural resources that are

Any suggestion that this country 


, be compensated for 
the loss of 
natural resources will probably ra- 
ise a cry of "Uncle Shylock" in 
some quarters. But it is safe to as- 
sume ttiat the criticism won't come 
•fom r?sP°nsible quarters. At least 
it shouldn't. For just as it is free- 
ly admitted that the American peo- 
ple are going to help Europe be- 
cause of enlightened self-interest, 
as well as compassion, so it should 
also be admitted that Europe's af- 
fection for us depends on our a- 
binty and willingness to help 


If the ERP cannot be put'on a 
) business basis, it can at least be 


put on a realistic one. We hear 
less talk today about America's 
debt to England for standing alone 
in the precarious year after Dun- 
kirk. It would be well if it never 
were heard again. The English did 
not stand alone—for which eternal 
praise to them—but they did it to 
defend their country and its insti- 
utions, their families and them- 
selves. They didn't fight with their 
backs to the wall to preserve con- 
tinental America unscathed, even 
though that was one fortunate re- 
suit of their brave stand. 


This country was lucky, but so 


were its allies. Without full pro- 
duction, unhampered by bombings, 
T e strengthening bloodstream of 
L,end-Lease would not have flowed 
and victory might have been lost' 
America contributed much of her 
natural wealth to that bloodstream 
and she continues to do so today 
Too Great depletion of that 
that 
wealth can seriously delay

rope's recovery. 


American citizens and their gov- 


ernmcnt can be humanitarians wi- 
thout being sentimentalists.

At least 
it shouldn't. For just as it is free- 
ly admitted that the American peo- 
ple are going to help Europe be- 
cause of enlightened self-interest, 
as well as compassion, so it should 
also be admitted that Europe's af- 
fection for us depends on our a- 
binty and willingness to help 


If the ERP cannot be put'on a 
) business basis, it can at least be 


put on a realistic one. We hear 
less talk today about America's 
debt to England for standing alone 
in the precarious year after Dun- 
kirk. It would be well if it never 
were heard again. The English did 
not stand alone—for which eternal 
praise to them—but they did it to 
defend their country and its insti- 
utions, their families and them- 
selves. They didn't fight with their 
backs to the wall to preserve con- 
tinental America unscathed, even 
though that was one fortunate re- 
suit of their brave stand. 


This country was lucky, but so

At least 
it shouldn't. For just as it is free- 
ly admitted that the American peo- 
ple are going to help Europe be- 
cause of enlightened self-interest, 
as well as compassion, so it should 
also be admitted that Europe's af- 
fection for us depends on our a- 
binty and willingness to help 


If the ERP cannot be put'on a 
) business basis, it can at least be 


put on a realistic one. We hear 
less talk today about America's 
debt to England for standing alone 
in the precarious year after Dun- 
kirk. It would be well if it never 
were heard again. The English did 
not stand alone—for which eternal 
praise to them—but they did it to 
defend their country and its insti- 
utions, their families and them- 
selves. They didn't fight with their 
backs to the wall to preserve con- 
tinental America unscathed, even 
though that was one fortunate re- 
suit of their brave stand. 


This country was lucky, but so 


were its allies. Without full pro-

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

Peptic 
ulcers 
are 
primarily 


problems for medical 
treatment. 


The failure of an ulcer to heal, 
continued development 
of ulcers 


under treatment, severe pain, per- 
foration, bleeding and obstruction 
are all indications that a surgical 
operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

Peptic 
ulcers 
are 
primarily 


problems for medical 
treatment. 


The failure of an ulcer to heal, 
continued development 
of ulcers 


under treatment, severe pain, per- 
foration, bleeding and obstruction 
are all indications that a surgical 
operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

Some of the1 patients said that 
they could not drink milk after, 
the operation. A small percentage 
found : that they could not cat 
sweets. A few complained of feel- 
ing queer after eating.

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

Peptic 
ulcers 
are 
primarily 


problems for medical 
treatment. 


The failure of an ulcer to heal, 
continued development 
of ulcers 


under treatment, severe pain, per- 
foration, bleeding and obstruction 
are all indications that a surgical 
operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

Some of the1 patients said that 
they could not drink milk after, 
the operation. A small percentage 
found : that they could not cat 
sweets. A few complained of feel- 
ing queer after eating.

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

The failure of an ulcer to heal, 
continued development 
of ulcers 


under treatment, severe pain, per- 
foration, bleeding and obstruction 
are all indications that a surgical 
operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

Some of the1 patients said that 
they could not drink milk after, 
the operation. A small percentage 
found : that they could not cat 
sweets. A few complained of feel- 
ing queer after eating.

The International Sunday School 


Lesson for Dec. 7. 


Scripture: III John 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 


The Third Epistle of John con-, 


sists of a single chapter of only 
13 verses. 
It differs from most 


books of the New Testament in the 
fact that it is addressed not to a 
church or to a group, but to an 
individual. 


However, if it is brief, it deals 


with a large theme; and if it is 
addressed 
to an individual, 
its 


theme and its appeal relate to 
every individual who would fol- 
low the Christian way and mani- 
fest the graces of the 
Christian 


life. For the relationship of which 
John writes ought to be between 
all who profess to follow Christ, 
and it is the hope of establishing 
that relationship among all men 
that constitutes the highest ideal 
of human attainment. 


The dominant theme of the epis- 


tle, a personal letter addressed to 
Gaius, is fellowship, or the love of 
one Christian for another. Several 
"Gaius" are found itv the New 
Testament and in the records of 
the early Christian Church. There 
is no clear indication concerning 
the Gaius to whom John wrote, 
wno he was, or where he lived. 
Efforts to 
identify him are only 


speculation. 


Perhaps that is just as well, for 


it gives to what was originally a 
personal letter, to one individual, 
a sort of impersonal, 
or more- 


than- individual interest. It might 
be thought ol as a letter from John 
to any sincere Christian friend, 
and even 
to you or me, 
if we 


qualify in that respect. 


What was it that was so distinc- 


tive 
in the relationship that led 


John to address 
Gaius as "Be- 


loved"? 
What is it that makes 


Christian fellowship different from, 
or beyond, any ordinary close at- 
tachment of one individual to an- 
other? 
We must surely realize 


that deep 
attachments do exist 


that have about them nothing that 
is in any sense Christian; the very 
expression "thick as thieves" is an 
evidence that there can be deep 
attachments on a -very low plane, 
and in very evil designs. 


The Epistle makes it all clear in 


its very 
salutation. 
Gaius 
is 


the beloved, whom John loves "in 
truth." Nor is this truth, in which 
they are bound, mere intellectual 
correctness. 
It is the truth in 


which they "walk" —the truth of 
practical 
Christian 
living 
and 


"faithful work." 


Fellow workers for the truth" 


—these are the words John uses, 
and they define the essential na- 
ture of Christian fellowship. What 
a need there is today for fellows 
working for the truth, and for fel- 
lowship in their working together! 
The 
world 
of today needs that 


more 
than anything else; 
but, 


after all, it isn't a worse world 
than that in which the' Gospel be- 
gan, 
and there is still hope for 
humanity.

Peptic

are 
primarily 


problems for medical 
treatment. 


The failure of an ulcer to heal, 
continued development 
of ulcers 


under treatment, severe pain, per- 
foration, bleeding and obstruction 
are all indications that a surgical 
operation is 
needed. 


Although nervousness is thought 


to be a lactor in ulcer formation, 
the real cause is the action of acid 
on the lining membrane 
of the 


stomach or. duodenum, a portion 
of the small 
intestine. 
Healthy 


stomachs do not digest themselves, 
but, in ulcerous patients, tliey do 
so in one or more spots. 


The 
upper 
one-fourth 
of the 


stomach, near the opening of the 
esophagus, 
does not make much 


acid. 
Most, of it comes from the 


lower three-fourths. When 
peptic 


ulcer patients fail to respond to 
medical treatment, the acid-pro- 
ducing portion of the stomach can 
be removed and a new opening 
made into the intestine. 


Studies of patients, 
who have 


had most of their stomach removed 
because of ulcers, reveal that the 
majority benefit from the oper- 
ation.

Some of the1 patients said that 
they could not drink milk after, 
the operation. A small percentage 
found : that they could not cat 
sweets. A few complained of feel- 
ing queer after eating.

most entirely overlooked. 


Although Louis was favored at 


10 to 1 to make his 24th successful 
defense of the title with compara- 
tive case, the Madison Square Gar- 
den box office predicted

a new garden record. 


Hard-headed bookies were offer- 
ing 10 to 1 on Louis;

champions in ring histbry. 


Louis was favored because of his 
remarkable record of. losing only to' 
Max Schmeling in 59 professional 
fights and of making 23 successful 
defenses of the heavyweight crown. 
Bomber Joe was favored also be'' 


cause of his physical advantages 
over the challenger. He expected 
to have a 
weight 
advantage- of 
nearly 20 pounds over Jersey 
Joe 


with a figure of 212 pounds against 
Walcott's 192 or 193.

Statis- 
tics disclosed that jolting Joe stood

Louis was favored because of his

And 
it fell to Edward himself to rock 
the throne at an ill-starred time 
for monarchies. Whether this will 
have any lasting effect is

There are, of course, several

but 


what troubles the average Briton 
most is that Edward should 
quit 


his post under any circumstances.

abandon his task. So in the code 
of the playing fields of England, 
Edward had let his side down—and 
he was captain of the team. That 
was bad for team spirit. 


Edward was probably the most 


popular Prince of Wales ever

hear the fateful words which have 
rung down through the ages: "The 
king is dead, long live the king." 
He is credited with being the best 
trained heir ever to don the crown. 
He had traveled widely in the do- 
minions and knew his people better 
than almost any other Briton. 
Moreover. Edward had endeared

correspondent

was constantly 


about his headquarters in France, 
and knew of the risks he insisted 
on taking in order to do his bit.

State Department's radio— which 
makes it 
propaganda, 
although 


honest 
and 
above-board 
propa- 
ganda. 


And the actual source of 
the 
"news" is the verbal report of 
private 
citizens 
returning 
from 


Russia. It might be a truthful 
report, but basically it has no more 
standing in the realm of fact-news 
tjian a sidewalk rumor in Hope. 


You hear people say thougnt 
lessly "The newspaper says" or 
"The 
radio says" —but neither 


of them actually 
says anything 


except in the editorial column or 
a radio commentary, and usually 
under somebody's 
signature. All 


the rest of what you read or hear 
—and that's 99.9 per cent of your 
newspaper 
or radio— , originates 


with other individuals, 
organiza- 
tions, or governments. 


Where governments 
are 
con- 


cerned all we ask is that the prop- 
:*;anda be clearly identified as 
such. But the private citizen would 
do well to question all items of 
news, considering that who said it 
is frequently just as important as 
what was said.

Perplexing, Momentous Questions 
One of the most interesting por 


tions of the interesting 
opinion 
poll conducted by Peter Edson, 
,^EA Washington columnist, was 
c.ie reply of Kep. John M. Vorys, 
R., Ohio. Mr.. Edson submitted 20 
questions on leading domestic and 
foreign issues to all members of 


top government ofticials, 
1UU rep- 


resentatives of business, labor and 
trade associations in Washington 
and 700 editors. 


The Ohio congressman's answer 
included this observation: "I al- 
ways marvel at the nerve 
of 


those who. expect people in res- 
nonsible positions to take time'to 
^swer 
perplexing, 
momentous 


questions, 'Yes' or 'No,' so that 
the pollster can sell the compiled 
answers." 


It happens that Mr. Edson is not 


a professional pollster, nor did he 
sell his compiled answers. But what 
seemed to us more to the point 
was that Mr. Vorys, in his position 
of responsibility, should be irked 
at being asked to answer per 
plexing, momentous questions. Isn't 
that one of the jobs of responsible 
members of Congress? 
<$Mr. Vorys' attitude might seem 
even more remarkable because, 
unless we have misread 
public 


opinion surveys all these years, the 
professional, pollsters don't bother 
the busy congressmen unduly. The 
concerned with just what they say 
they are—public opinion. 
Some- 


times they concentrate on special 
occupational or other groups, but, 
even then, their major interest is 
majority 
of these surveys 
are 


in what the ordinary citizen is 
thinking. 
.^.Such surveys are 
informative, 


interesting and saleable. But, in a 
representative form of government 
such as ours, however free and 
democratic, 
the ordinary citizen 


can't provide the answer to many 
perplexing, momentous questions. 
The questions sometimes come too 
fast, and require too much infor- 
mation and specialized knowledge 
to permit the direct exertion of 
popular influence. 


For that reason we should say 


that Mr. Edson's poll was partic- 
•iKarly invaluable. Whether we like 
it or not, politics and personal- 
ities and pressure groups play a 
big part in shaping government 
policy and action. So Mr. Edsmi 
sent his questions to a most im- 
portant source of answers. 


This is not to say that the poli- 


ticians and lobbyists are out of step 
with public opinion. The answers 
Mr. Edson received are encourag- 
ing because they follow the trend 
of popular sentiment, which more 
general polls have revealed on the 
sR>me subjects. 


There was a great diversity of 


opinion on 
the 
same 
question 
among the various groups, as the 
columnist has explained in detail. 
But the answers averaged out to 
conclusions that should please the 
majority of Americans. 


They reveal that these leaders 


do not believe that war is inevit- 
able, that the UN should be scrap- 
ped, or that the Marshall Plan 
will fail. They do believe in sub- 
stantial aid to Europe and in uni 
s9<ersal military training. They are 
o'pposed, to the return 
of price 


controls, but think rent controls
